Status of Claims 

Claims 1, 3, 5-7 and 11-21 are pending in the application. Receipt is acknowledged of 
amendment / response filed on August 25, 2003 and that has been entered. Claims 2, 4, and 8-10 
have been canceled.

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Cai et al (US Pat No. 5,399,771) teach a process of synthesizing binaphthyl derivatives, 
which comprises reacting a compound of the formula 2 with diphenylphosphine in the presence 
of an amine base and a nickel catalyst. The instant process differs from the prior art by having a 
direct reaction between a compound of the formula II with a perfluoro-n-alkanesulfonyl fluoride, 
chloride or anhydride in the presence of a base. The prior art process neither teaches nor renders 
obvious the instant claimed invention and there is no suggestion or motivation to modify the 
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process of other prior art to obtain the instant process. Therefore the instant claims are allowable 
over the prior art of record.
